ON THE LOIRE. 
Gambetta. 
{Tribune’s Spectal.] 
Lonpon, Dec. 9.——A dispatch from Gam- 


betta aske Lourier to announce that he 
(Gambetta) has asked for an armistice to en- 
able the National Assembly to be elected and 
regucsts that Farve be permitted to leave 
Paris to consult his colleagues and conduct 
negotiations. He admits he has lost hope in 
the prosecution successfully of the struggle, 
and has no expectation to defend Tours. The 
army of the Ldire has‘been beaten in detail 
and Gambetta declines the responsibility of a. 
further struggle or of making peace. The

The Rear Guard of the French Over- 
takem and Defeated. 

Lonpox, Dec. 9.—At Nevery, a villsge 
northwest of Giep, the advance of the Prus- 
sian third army corps overtook and defeated 
the rear guard o! the army of the Loire, which 
was obliged, in consequence, to hasten its re- 
treat, and on Wedneiday, the seventeenth 
Prussian division engaged the French west of 
Meung and beat them, after a sharp fffbt, in 
which the first Bavarian corps participated. 
The French lost 260 prisoners, one gun and 
mitrailleuse. 

The French Defeated at Meung. 

Mevcne, Dec. 8.—The Grand Duke of Meck- 
lenburg defeated the tLird French army corps 
here to-day. The German losses were severe, 
but those of the French are still beavier. ‘The 
Germans took six guns and 1,000 prisoners. 

A squadron of French gunboats has been 
sent to protect shipping entenog the port of 
St. Nazaire and the mouth of the Loire. 

The French Retreat, 

VERSAILLES, December 10 —Beaumont. 
Muesos and Beaugency have been evacuated 
by the Frerch. the Germans have captured 
1.100 prisoners aod six guns.

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An Incideut of Military Reconstruc- 
tion in orgia—fiorace Greeley 
Sent For by the President—Grand 
Council of the Union League—Live- 
ly Times Anticipated. 
Wasurneton, Dec. 11.--A document show- 

ing some of the plans of the mili*ary recon- 
struction in Georgia is about to be presented 
to Congress by the Hon. Henry F. Whitte- 
more, who states that he was elected by the 
Republicans as Judge of the Court of Ordi- 
nary, aod en the 19th of April, 1870, released 
a map on habeas corpus because of the in- 
formality of the warrant. On the 20ch of the 
same month Gen. Terry issued an order re- 
moving him from office, but assigning no 
cause, This order the Judge refused to obey, 
and was then put off the bench at the point 
of the bayonet. The reason for this exhibi- 
tion of brute force, and the spectacle of a 
civic Judge d@riven from his bench by soldiers, 
was because Gen. Terry differed in opinion on 
the law governing the babeas corpus case, 
As a proof of this he cites the fact that Gen. 
Terry wrote to Gen. Sherman, giving that as 
the reason. He cites the acts of Congress to 
show that this actidn waa illegal, and adds 
that he is confirmed in that opinion by Rep- 
resentatives Bip .

This aide-de-camp had been connected with 
the Prussian embassy in Paris, where he had 
friends and relations. [n his conversations 
with them he confirmedgwhat we have said 
about the irritation of the King on hearing 
the French note read to him. The King’s an- 
ewer was sot shown to M. Benedetti until the 


aid-de-camp had nearly reached Paris. Waoen 
Count Goltz was tn receipt of it, he hastened to 
read it at the Ministry for Foreign Affairs. It 
was couched in such plain te: ms that on hear- 

it M. Drouyn de Lhuys said, ‘‘All dis- 
cussion 1s useless; [ have oaly to record ina 
minute that the King absolutely refasecs to 
yield.’’ ‘That is his formal intention,’’ re- 
turned Count Goltz ‘‘In that case we have 


nothing more to say. I shall,’’ continued the 
Minister, rising, ‘‘lose no time in reporting 
the situationto the Emperor,’’ on which the 
Embassador a rose and took his leave. 
Now, Count Goltz knew too well the road 
from the Foreign office to the Tuileries, and 
he knew that he could lodge taere appeals 
against the decisions of the Quai d'Orsay. He 
therefore rush down stairs and called out 
to his coachman—“Quick, to the Tuuleries.,”’ 
[In two minutes he was there. The Emperor 
at once gave him an audience, and when he 
issued from Napoleon’s Cabinet he 

authorized to telegraph to 
Berlin to Benedetti—“‘The Emperor 
thinks the King’s reasons valid. Ask nothing. 
Aud when M, Drouyn de Lhuys arrived the 
iccident was close But it was not termi- 
pated for all that. Though annulled by the 
Emperor, the note and the demand it con- 
tained still remained in the hands of M. Bis- 
marck. he Bavarian Premier, M. Yon Den 
Pforten, was then at Berlio, whither he had 
come to beg pardon of William for entering, 
before the war with Wurtemberz into an al- 
hance with Austria, He had at first, with the 
other humbled and beaten Courts of South 
Germany, soucbt the protection of the Em- 
peror Napoleon, and when no siga of life was 
given at the Tutleries, he resolved to enue for 
mircy at Berlin. At this uofortunate junc- 
ture for France, Bismark sent for Pforte: and 
showed him M, Drouyn de Lhuy’s note, in 
«bich the Bavarian Palatinate was demanded. 
‘There is what you may hope to obtain’’ he 
said, “through the protection of the Tuail- 
eries’? He then read him a copy of the King’s 
answer, and of Goltz’s dispa'ch, telling of 
the Emperor's easy retraction. Pforten was 
dumbtounded. Iu his terror at finding him- 
self deprived of his last nape of a foreiga al- 
liance, he concladed the military treaty before 
he left the room, in which South Germany, as 
France hes found to her cost, became the 
point @appui of Prussia. 

LUXEMBURG. 

It would be below the dignity of a State 
paper to relate here the disgracefni manner 
in which the Luxemberg question was intro- 
dnced to the French Government by a 

rson of the low social grade (the author al- 
udes toa demi-monde celebrity who was ia 
1856 omnipotent at the Court of the Hagar), 
who was interested in obtaining a large sum 
of money for the King of Holland. This in- 
dividual found means of intimating to a 
Chamberlain of the Emperor that the King 
would gladly, ‘‘fora pecunmry consideration, 
make over that province to the Emperor.’’ 
The only drawback in the affair. was the noise 
that it was sure to make, To forestatl the 
possible objections of M. Bismarck, it was 
resolved to let him into the secret. He at once 
gave his adbesion, happy to satisfy the Em- 
peror’s longings for territorial aggrandize- 
ment at so cheap arate. His sole condition 
was that the proposed sale of Luxemburg 
should be kepta close secret until after the 
meeting of the Riechstag, for he ssid the 
German party, which was hostile to him, 
would be sure to make it an excuse for attack- 
ing him. This condition was a reasonable 
one. But in agreeing to it the Emperor 
counted without M. Bevedetti, who, enchaat- 
ed at the small mercy of heaven, talked of it 
in season and out, and, as he said, did himself 


the pleasure of rattling the keys of Luxem- 
burg in his pocket. M. Bismarck, hearing of

David 
E-sex Porter and bring him back, dead or 
alive. Essex was fouud somewhere down in 
New Jersey, with a bottle of whisky anda 
pin hook, fishing, in company with some lit- 
tle boys, in a sequestered creek. Whether it 
was the whisky or the pin-hook we cannot 
tell, but certain it is that something had beea | 
the last straw on his commander’s patience, 
who now remembered a falsehooc officially 
told at St. Albans, and compeiled Essex to 
resign to avoid a court-martial. 

A few months afterward, the all-powerful 
Admiral got him again restored to the arwy, 
this time with a commission inthe cavairy. 
Discipline was then very lex, owing to the 
frequent remissions of sentences given by 
courts martial, but even under these favorable 
circumstances Essex remained but ashort | 
time, and was soon again not only under a 
cloud, but back to the paternal mansivn in | 
disgrace.

was another and SMITH was a deal 
worse; what a great paper the Commercial 
8, and also the Gazette, and also the En- 
quirer, with a piping treble note from the 
Chronicle and a sti'l small voice from the 
Evening Times; and all this rant and fus- 
tian, this bawling, hecioring and bluster, 
this show of muscle, superciliousness and 
dark-closets, to what end?

So, one is disposed to say, with the man 
in the red doublet, “Out upon’t. ‘Tis vile 
and most abominable!’ 
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Surratt avd His Lecture. 

It must be allowed that the spectacle of 
Joun H. StrRartt, going about the country 
hawking a story to whose ghastliness he 
adds nothing is dismally disgusting. 
The murder of Mrs, SuRRATT was quite 
as atrocious as the murder of Mr. Luiy- 
COLN. In the case the deed was 
wrought by an elaborate conspiracy bub 
bling up into sudden frenzy; in the other 
it was the result of a cold-blooded, deliber 
ate and malignant plot on the part of 
perfectly conscious officials. But, for the 
sake of human nature and for the honor of 
the country, we would hide both tragedies 
away, and, if possible, forget their hideous 
details. 

This. sentiment, one fancies, would be 
especially strong in the bosom of an actor 
s0 prominently and delicately concerned 
as young Surratt. To seek obsacurit?; to | 
keep out of the public gaze; to court the 
soothing influences of unexcited and un 
exciting private ways; to fill the mind | 
with some useful, christian or charitable |
